The Two Extremes. 
Doubtless the original slave-owners of 
New England, who jound slave labor un- 
profitable and who tu consequence ot the 
diseovery carried their slaves South and 
sold them, not forgetting to put the money 
in their poekets, looked upon the institu- 
tion of slavery with avery matter-of-fact 
and complacent eye, But the generation 
that came aiter them produced in its turn 
a generation which made some progress 
in the new creed of treedom that began to 


| be organized only when the last darky had 


brought hig market price and there was 
no longer anything to be gained out of 
that sort of thing either as a material or 
moral investment. The fourth set of 
patriots, quite unmindful ot the source of 
much of their wealth, grew intolerant, and 
during five-and-twenty years there has 
been but one sentiment and opinion on the 
subject in all theterritory washed by the 
Kennebec, the Penobscot and the Cen- 
necticut. 

The people of the South who bought the 
slaves of their New England brethren and 
paid the money for them found the insti- 
tution convenient if not remunerative, 
and, very naturally, they stuck to it, and, 
as it was just so much property, they 
tought for it. So long as it existed, and 
so long as the free- soil ideas of New Eng- 
land existed, there could be no peace be- 
tween the two sections. Mr. SewarD was 
right. The conflict’ was irrepressible. 
But, with this bone of contention dropped 
out, what is there to prevent a realliance 
between New England and the South, an 
alliance based on reciprocal interests, an 
alliance such as that which produced such 
Democrats as Frank Pierce and Sxr- 
uon ot Connecticut, when Maine was a 
tower of Democratic strength and New 
Hampshire a rock-bound and apparently 
an impregnable citadel of Democracy? 

The manufaeturing interests of New 
England are in serious danger. The Dem- 
ocratic party can give them no protection. 
But the South can give them what is 
better—a shelter and a fresh start right on 
the edge of the cotton-patch. The great 
manufacturers must pick themselves up and 
move into the South, establish branches of 
their business and create a new system that 
will not need any high tariff to uphold it 
against the world. 

In this way the South and New Eng- 
land, having exhausted the negro question, 
may be brought together on an overshad- 
owing question 6f domestic economy; and, 
having thus come together, they will find 
themselves perfectly agreed on the polit- 
ical question of State rights, the restora- 
tion of which is the sole hope of safety 
alike for both. 

The Democratic party can produce this 
reconciliation. The Republican party 
cannot. The whole South is enthusiastic 
over the result in New Hampshire.. What 
is the meaning of this? Does it imply a 
difference that is deep-rooted and everlast- 
ing? Is it a sign of that spirit between the 
sections out of which the party of eternal 
hate expect to live and prosper? Does it 
not show that there is a sense of affinity, a 
feeling of homogeneity sufficient for all 
essential purposes, in the minds and hearts 
of the people, which needs only to be cul- 
tivated to bloom into a gorgeous and over. 
spreading nationalism? This nationalism 
of love the Republicans sec to break 
down by the nationality of force.
